FCC Victory Told 


Translator TV 
Directors Set 
Date for Closing 


In an emergency session held yesterday in the 
board room at the Chamber of Commerce, members of 
the board of directors of Translator Stations Inc., re­ 
ported that the stations would close down on Oct. 20, 
a week from Monday. 
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Having been unable to secure 
sufficient donations for operating 
fnuds, the corporation 
has 
an 
nounced the closing down of the 
stations, but will give local users 
of Translator TV a chance to give 
donations before a final decision 
is reached on c o m p l e t e aban­ 
donment of service. 


AND. AS THE announcement of 
the closing down the stations was 
made, word was received 
here 
from Attorney Philip Bergson in 
Washington that the Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission 
h a s 
granted Translator Stations, Inc., 
authority to operate their chan­ 
nels by rem ote control, and also 
granted them a waiver on identi­ 
fication timing, both actions taken 
over the protests of the P a l m 
Springs Community TV Corpora­ 
tion. 
Frank 
Bennett, 
president 
of 
Translator, said that the action 
was an indication that the FCC's 
final decision on the operation of 
the company would be favoiable.

Translator Stations has been be­ 
fore the FCC in Washington for 
20 months. 
With 330 contributions h a v i n g 
been made, the non-profit corpor­ 
ation has collected to date a total 
of $6.030. one-half of the neces­ 
sary funda to operate the station 
for another year. 
If the com pany receives $8,000 
it will put the stations back on 
the 
air 
for

months, 
giving

users a chance to get the addition­ 
al funds by the end of March.

MEANWHILE AVERAGE week­ 
ly earnings of factory production 
w orkers rose by 82 cents to an 
all-tim e high of $85 17. This in­ 
crease was attributed to a boost 
in hourly wage rates and a sea­ 
sonal expansion in the average 
factory work week to 39.8 hours. 
The big drop in the jobless total 
pushed down the proportion of the 
labor force still unemployed from 
7.6 per cent in August to 7.2 per 
cent in September. 
While the report was the most 
favorable since the recession be 
gan a year ago. the official fig­ 
ures showed that unemployment 
last month was still 1.559 000 high­ 
er than in September. 1957. The

Gardening in the Desert 


WE SHOULD

this dissertation on roses by con­ 
sidering their possible 
location. 
Unfortunately 
we 
occasionally 
have 15 to 30 mile winds. Pro­ 
tection against these is really a 
necessity if your roses are to be 
worthwhile. A four to five foot 
fence or hedge would am eliorate 
this condition. 
We have read and heard the 
aduce that roses 
should lv»ve 
full morning 
sunshine 
but 
be 
shaded from the hot afternoon 
sun. Very few gardens in our 
desert could follow these instruc­ 
tions. We are very thankful that, 
from October to early June, our 
roses stand up well against Old 
Sol, and our four foot redwood 
fence protects them against the 
winds most of the tim e. From 
then until the end of September 
we are satisfied with a few roses 
now and again and begrudge the 
heavy water bills.
